Feb. 4.—The attack 
upon Juarez by the 1200 insurrectos 
under Generals Orozco and Blanco is 
scheduled for sun-up, according to in- 
formation direct from the insurgent 
camp.

EN. TORRES IN 
BLOODY BATTLE. 


FIGHTING REPORTED ON BANKS 
OF YAQUI RIVER. 
Two Hundred Killed on Both Sides 
According to Information Received 


[ASSOCIATED PRFSS NIGHT REPORT.) 1 

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) Feb. 4.~-Hemmed 
in by 350 rebels and 400 Pima Indians 
under Gen. Severiano Talamantes, who 
is now in command of all the insur- 
rectos in Sonora, Gen. Lorenzo Torres, 
the government commander-in-chief, is 
now engaged in a desperate struggle on 
the banks of the Yaqui River, twenty- 
five miles below Sahuaripa, according 
to advices received here today. The 
information is based on the reports of 
couriers who were sent to Moctezuma 
by Torres to appeal for reinforcements 
to save him from disaster. 

Torres has only 250 regulars, 100 
Yaqui Indians and 100 citizen soldiers. 
It' was with this force that he reoc- 
cupied Sahuaripa after the rebels 
evacuated the town, and against the 
superior numbers of Talamantes, he is 
fighting now to get back to Moctezuma. 

Torres, after retaking Sahuaripa, de- 
cided that it was untenable, and 
started several days ago®for Onevas. 
Since then there kas been constant 
fighting. At one time the Mexican 
commander was opposed by only 150 
rebels. Against this small force he 
made his way as faras Toledo, where 
he was ambushed. Heavy fighting is 
said to have occurred here, but Torres 
battied his way as far as San Geroni- 
mo, where the fightifg is said to be 
raging now, with the advantage of 
numbers and position upon the side of 
Talamantes. 

MANY REPORTED DEAD. 

The couriers sent by Torres into Moc- 
tezuma say that more than 200 men 
have been killed on both sides since

TAKE ADVANTAGE OF 
CHAOTIC CONDITIONS.

General Belief Is Felt That Cus- 
tomhouse Will Be Pynamited or 
Burned Within Next Twenty-four 
Hours—Downpour of Rain Oper- 
ates to Check Insurrecto Plans.

CALEXICO, Feb. 4.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The insurgent forces, massed 
near the foot of Signal Peak, about 
forty-five miles south of Calexico, were 
today strengthened by the arrival of 
thirty-two recruits from across the 
American line. They came from small 
towns in the Imperial Valley and an- 
nounced, as they crossed the interna- 
tional border, that 100 more men are 
following from Arizona. 

It is believed the customhouge in 
Mexicali will be destroyed by dynamite 
or fire within the next twenty-four 

Aside from the main rebel forces, 
camped near the foot of Signal Peak, 
there are in camp at Mexicali at fewest 
fifty armed sympathizers, ready to ex- 
ecute the orders of their chief. 

On account of heavy rains falling 
continuously the last few days it is im- 
Possible for forces to move in or out 
of this gateway and the insurgents 
frankly admit that their plans have 
been hampered by this condition. 

Disregarding the warning that came 
from the revolutionary forces the cus- 
toms officials are today in charge in 
Mexicali. Every time they inspected a 
consigurent of goods or material pass- 
ing through from the United States 
they were challenged by a representa- 
tive of the insurgent gung. Who warned 
them that they would be murdered to- 
morrow if they remained at their posts. 

Though the customs officials have re- 
sumed their usual duties on the oppo- 
site side of the international border, 
the town of Mexicali is absolutely 
without law. Today there were com- 
mitted numerous offenses which would 
mean arrest and imprisonment any- 
where where the statutes are enforced, 
but the gullty parties walk the streets 
immune. 

Descriptions of the lawless element 
gullty of various crimes on the Mexi- 
ean side of the international line are 
on file with the United States authori- 
ties, and in every case it is found that 
the criminals participating in the daily 
hold-ups are not members of the revo- 
lutionary forces, but common thugs 
who are profiting by the unsettled. con- 
ditions to ply their trades.

Motorman of the Car Wilen Ap- | 
proached from the North Says He | 
Could Not See the Other One Until 
Within a Few Feet of It—All in- 
jured Treated and Discharged.

Officials of the operating depart- | 
ment of the Pacific BDiectric Railway 
made an investigation yesterday to 
determine the causes and fix the re- 
sponsibility of the accident which oc- | 
curred at Slauson Junction Friday | 
mint. The crews of both cars, the 
tower man, inspectors, and all pas- | 
sengers Who could. be forated were | 
called to testify. 

It was found that, at the time of 
the collision the Whittier car was at | 
# standstill, having stopped because | 
the tower man at, Siauson had the 
semaphore set to allow a northbound | 
car to pass. The San Pedro car, Mo? | 
torman Woods, was rutning at a 
speed, which, most of the witnesses | 
testified, was not more than twenty | 
to thirty miles per hour, and was un- 
der control. 

When all the testimony had been 
taken it developed that as far as 
‘could be learned the oly reason for | 
the eeccklent was the fact that the 
fog and mist which obtained Friday | 
evet.ing coated the front window of 
the San Pedro car so heavily that it 
was impossible for the motorman to 
see the car ahead. Passengers in the | 
forward compartment of the car 
stated that with the headlight from 
the northbound car shining in their | 
faces it was impossible to see more 
than a few feet in front of the car. 
and they could not see the Whittier | 
ear from where they sat. 
Motorman Woods testified that he | 
was within a few feet of the forward | 
var before he was able to see it. He | 
immediately reversed his motors and | 
applied the air. but owirg to the wet 
tracks the wheels refused to grip, and 
the ears. crashed together. | 
According to the statement of om- 
als following the investigation, 
Woods is in no way held responsible, 
he having done exactly the proper 
thing to prevent the accident. It ap- 
pears that after the first shock, the 
reversed motors on the rear car 
caused it to rebound, thereby prevent- 
ing. much more serious ects from 
the collisior..
